The following President’s Act is published for general information: — 

the BOMBAY INAMS (KUTCH AREA) ABOLITION 
(GUJARAT AMENDMENT) ACT, 1974 

No. 6 OF 1974 

Enacted by the President in the Twentyrfifth Year of the 
Republic of India. 

An Act further to amend the Bombay Inams [Kutch Area) Abolition 
Act, 19585 as in force in the State of Gujarat. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Gujarat State 
Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1974, the President is pleased 
to enact as follows;— 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Bombay Inams (Kutch Area) 
Abolition (Gujarat Amendment) Act, 1974. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 30th day of 
December, 1973. 

2. In the Bombay Inams (Kutch Area) Abolition Act, 1958, as in 
force in the State of Gujarat (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
Act), in section 6, in sub-section (IB), for the words and figures "before 
the end of December, 1973”, the words and figures “before the end of 
December, 1974” shall be substituted. 

3. In section 7 of the principal Act,— 

(i) in sub-section (5), for the words and figures “before the 
end of December, 1973”, the words and figures “before the end of 
December, 1974” shall be substituted:

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(ii) in sub-section (5A), in clause (i), for the words and figures 
“before the end of December, 1973’’, the words and figures “before 
the end of December, 1974’’ shall be substituted. 

4 . (!)■ The Bombay Inams (Kutch Area) Abolition (Gujarat Amend¬ 
ment) Ordinance, 1973, is hereby repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act, as amended by the said Ordinance, shall be 
deemed to have been done or taken under the principal Act, as amended 
by this Act.

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Reasons for the enactment 

The period specified under section 6 of the Bombay Inams (Kutch 
Area) Abolition Act, 1958, for payment of occupancy price by certain 
holders of inam lands and the periods specified in sub-sections (5) and 
(5A) of section 7 of the said Act for recovery, as arrears of land revenue, 
of the amount of occupancy price and the cost of improvement payable by 
a person to Government or to an inamdar under sub-section (3) of the 
said section 7, were extended from time to time up to the end of Decem¬ 
ber, 1973. As a large number of holders had not availed of the bene¬ 
fit of such extended period for the payment of occupancy price, it was 
considered necessary to extend the aforesaid periods further up to the end 
of December, 1974. As the Gujarat Legislative Assembly was not in ses¬ 
sion, the Bombay Inams (Kutch Area) Abolition (Gujarat Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1973 (Gujarat Ordinance No'. 8 of 1973) was promulgated by 
the Governor of Gujarat on 30th December, 1973, to achieve the above 
object. The present measure seeks to replace the said Ordinance. 

2. In view of the urgency of the matter, it is not practicable to consult 
the Cbnsultative Committee of Parliament on Gujarat Legislation. The 
measipre is accordingly being enacted without reference to the Consul¬ 
tative Committee.
